REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-14, 19, 20, 22-27, 29, 47-53, and 55-61 are pending. Claims 49-53 and 55-61 
have been allowed, claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 10, 12-14, 19, 20, 22, 23, 25-27, 29, 47, and 48 have been 
amended, and claims 2, 15-18, 21, 28, 30-46, and 54 have been canceled. 

In this paper, the rejected claims have been amended to depend from one of the allowed 
claims or to include distinguishing features from one or more of the allowed claims. As a result 
of these amendments, claims 3-14, 25, 27, 47, and 48 now depend from allowed claim 49, and 
claims 1,19, 20, 22, 26, and 29 depend from allowed claim 53. Claim 23 has been amended to 
recite features similar to those which patentably distinguish allowed claim 55 from the cited 
references. 

In view of these amendments, it is respectfully submitted that the application is in condition for 
allowance. Withdrawal of the outstanding rejections and furtherance of the application to 
allowance are respectfully requested.
